The by-laws restrict the mem­ 
bers of the union to a certain amount 
of production a week, which requires 
on an average of from about six to 
six and one-half hours* work a day. 
The granting of apprentices is gov- 
erned and regulated so that none but 
sons or brothers of members are grant­ 
ed the privilege of learning the trades. 
Tiiis, th*- union 
claims, is -because 
there is and has been a large surplus 
of men in the trade. Anprentices must 
serve three years, and at the expira­ 
tion of this time are permitted to join 
the organization upon 'he payment of 
a fee off $25. 
The organization num­ 
bers about 3,000 members and has 
$25,000 in the treasury. 


A unique system of 
organization. 
which will he far reaching in Its ef­ 
fects, Is now being carried on in Chi­ 
cago througli the formation of trade 
union ward chills. 
W hile the name is 
suggestive of party politics, and while 
past experience has demonstrated that 
jMilitloiaiis are apt to turn such or­ 
ganizations into channels other than 
those intended, the idea is probably 
the best jet adopted by local .union­ 
ists. 
The chilis are not intended to 
usurp any of the functions which prop­ 
erly belong to unions. 
At no time can 
they order a strike, neither can they, 
under the constitution already adopted 
by those already organized, place a 
boycott on any firm. 
The constitution 
prohibits the 
indorsement of candi­ 
dates for public office, and provides 
that at no time shall the club accept 
donations from any candidate or po­ 
litical party. 
Thp fundamental idea 
behind the organization of ward clubs 
composed of unionists is that the pur­ 
chasing power may be wisely utilized. 
That means that the consumer is the 
final adjudicator of all labor disputes, 
and there is no doubt about the cor­ 
rectness of that idea. 
Few unionists 
realize what a tremendous power they 
have in this direction. 
Em ployers’ as­ 
sociations may he organized to smash 
unions; conciliation compiiUees may 
he organized to try and harmonize the 
differences 
between 
employers 
and 
employes; strikes may be called or 
boycotts levied to procure fair condi­ 
tions of employment, but when we re­ 
duce the subject to its last analysis 
the consumer is, after all. the court of 
last resort, 
He is the real adjudica­ 
tor, whose influence must lie felt if 
his purchasing power is wisely direct­ 
ed.— Chicago Inter Ocean

New Idea Meant to Elevate the Am er­ 
ican Drama. 
A school for play writing is found 
among th** varied lines of training in 
modern development. 
The object of 
the school is to advance American gen­ 
ius. to make the 
American 
drama 
rank with the best. 
No one can write 
a play without a knowledge of the 
art. 
Play w riting is a human art as 
much bk painting or music. The dram­ 
atic art has progressed from crude be­ 
ginnings. 
Genius is not enough; it 
must be trained and adapted to the 
age. 
Natural endowment generally de­ 
cides the line of work chosen, but the 
art is in the skilled or trained en­ 
deavor. No art should blush at being 
schooled. 
Even Shakespeare’s dramas 
could not all live on the stage. 
W ith 
a progressive training in play writing, 
with an acquired proficiency in the art, 
the standard of the American drama 
would be advanced and bettered In ev­ 
ery way. 
The character of the age de­ 
cides the style of the drama. 
Prob­ 
ably fewer words are used now than 
formerly. 
The old-fashioned soliloquy 
is becoming obsolete in the American 
play. 
Then, too, there is not so much 
stress placed upon climax, unless, per­ 
haps, in melodrama. 
The 
principal 
consideration of the modern drama is 
not in the theme or plot so much as in 
the technique— in 
the 
modern 
ad- 
% anced art. 
The school hopes to at­ 
tract the best talent to the task of play 
wciting.
